were the wounded. 


McCully and Corona, riding the 


prison truck with 25 other prisoners, 
eaped upon the two guards, Ross 
and Leonard Osborne, overpowering 


The fire occurred at Guadalupe 


station, near Irapuato, where the 
circus train was 
being switched. 


Some of the coaches were backed 
into tank cars filled with gasoline. 
The fluid, sprayed onto the wood- 
en coaches, caught fire and in a few 
minutes the entire train 
was in 


flames. 


Circus performers and employes 


clad in nightclofhes, escaped from 
the coaches as best they could, only 
to meet a new peril, the maddened 
animals which were getting loose 
from their cages as the fire burned 
the cars about them. 


Finally guns were secured and 


some of the more ferocious beasts 
were killed. The others fled.

ly a few thousand dollars and it should 
not be a difficult matter to re-design 
the structure to permit its use. 


It might be well for the chamber of 


commerce and others interested in se- 
curing the best possible.federal build- 
ing in Appleton to consider the advisa- 
bility of presenting this matter to the 
treasury department so that action can 
be taken without delaying actual con- 
struction. No doubt accurate informa- 
tion can be obtained to show the pro- 
per government officials that the build- 
ing can be erected almost as cheaply, 
with stone as with brick and that the 
former material would be much more 
satisfactory to Appleton people.

Under the circumstances 
it must have been hard for the general 
to restrain his feelings, just as it is for 
the engineer who steps down from his 
cab at the retirement age and knows 
that his world's work has run its 
course.

American arclieologists working in 


Asia Minor started digging into an old s 


mound 2,000 feet wide, topped by' a 
ruined fort, southeast of Angora, the 
Turkish capital.

It is the most 
remarkable exhibit of the kind ever 
laid bare. 


In those 81 feet lie, like strata of

•\7hen the first Nobel Prizes were 
awarded, Dr. Karl Landsteiner strill- 
ed at the thought that some day 
even he—an obscure young Viennese 
physician with more of a flair for 
research than for practice—might 
aspire to the distinction of such an 
award. The honor, he knew, could 
come only after a long- career of out- 
standing service to his profession.

Bounced that there were four types 
of human blood with distinct agglu 
tinative, or collective, tendencies 
nobody was in the least excited. He 
called attention to the importance 
of the discovery for blood transfu 
sions, but it found its first practical 
application in anthropology and in 
medico-legal matters such as the 
establishment of paternity and the

his findings given widespread recog 
nition. He was pathologist for the 
UniVersity of Vienna from 1909 to 
1919, but the significance of his 
work first was utilized by American 
surgeons with the A. B. F. All the 
Allied medical staffs soon were us 
ing transfusions in cases of hernorr 
hage and wound shocks.

Allowing 400 c. c., or 
about a pint, as an average for each 
operation, approximately 5000 quarts 
of healthy blood flowed from donors 
to patients in one year.

He now is interested in the 
establishment of similar services in 
other cities. 


"Even the matching of bloods be- 


tween donors and' patients of the 
four major types has not proven 
entirely satisfactory," he explained. 
"We find that there are many varia- 
tions among- tho main blood groups. 
Thirty ha-.e been found,, and there 
are more to be discovered. But we 
hope soon to be able to make perfect 
transfusions. 


USED IN CRIMINAL WORK 
"We also could employ this new 


knowledge in the case of suspected 
murderers, by analyzing blood-stains 
on the suspects' clothing. However, 
it is possible that the blood of the 
suspect may be of the same group 
as that of the victim. This also is 
the case in trying to determine the 
paternity of children. But if samples 
of blood from the child do not mis 
with those taken from the supposed 
father, we know that the two are 
not related." 


During these studies, Dr. Land- 


steiner found that the blood of the 
anthropoid ape~ bears a far closer 
biochemical relationship to that of 
man than it does to the blood of 
lower monkeys. This tends to sup- 
port the theoryi te said, that man 
and the ayes are descendants of a 
common stock. 


The Nobel Prize is the third award 


he has received m his medical ca- 
reer, the others being prizes from 
the Aronson and Ehrlich Founda- 
tions of Germany. He was the first 
to infect monkeys with the virus of 
poliomyelitis 
(infantile paralysis), 


thus putting in the hands of bac- 
teriologists a means of studying the 
disease in animals and immunizing 
and curing humans of it. 


"He's the most modest and retir- 


ing person we know," declared a col- 
league. "He'll never voluntarily take 
credit for anything he does. Shuns 
publicity. True science is the only 
important thing-" to him. It's really 
in his blood."
